These plans failed. The French were 
tightly proud of their work ; they alone bad 
had faith in it, and they alone had borne the 
cost ; they saw no reason why they should 
admit us to profits, after it had become, in 
spite ‘f our abstention, an assured succesr, |t 
wis the necessities of the Khbedive | mail 
which gave Disraeli his chance. 

When in October the Tarkish Empire itrelf 
went bankrupt and repudiated its debte, it 
seeued as if the crash must come. Financa 
asked itself in panic if the vassal woold follow 
the example of hiseuz-rain ; Egyptian tonds 
were quoted at a discount of g0 per cent ; 
the peasantry had been bied to the atmost vi - 
their capacity ; thd ‘I'reasury was empty, a: d 
neatly foor milion of short-dated bonds wre 
dae for payment in D-cember. Ismai!, how- 
ever, bad still one resource—the 177,642 
Suez Canal shares which the Khedive Suid 
had bequeathed to him. 

It was clever Freuch financier of the

he offered 92 million francs, and demanded’ 
firat 12 and then 8 per cent. upon them to 
replace their interest, to be guaranteed by the 
Customs of Port Said. The diffisalty was that 
Ismail demanded the money within ten dayr, 
and M. Dervieu was not strong enough to 
obtain it unaided in Paris, He had in the 
end to modify his plan toa lan on the se- 
carity of the shares, and even then he was . 
obliged to ask the aid of the Crédit Foncier. 
Here he encountered the resolate opposition of 
amach greater financier, wh) seems to have 
resented the audacity of s small banker in 
andertaking so great an enterprise. The appeal 
to his patriotism left M. de Soubeyran cold. 
The Crédit Foncier had in its vaults millions 
of ansaleable Egyptian securities, and it had 
therefore an interest in preserving the Khe- 
dive’s credit. To assist him to farther reck- 
lessness was no part of M. de Soubeyran’s 
plans ; he wished instead to consolidate the 
Egyptian debt, to annex all Ismail’s assets 
as secority, and to forbid bim for the foture 
to contract these rainous short losrs which 
ware his bane, The Crédit Foncier was not 
satisfied with opposing M. Dervieu. It warned 
its agent in Locdop, who happened to be Mr. 
Oppevheim, and'he conveyed the news of M. 
Dervieo’s plans to Mr. Greenwood, and so to 
Disraeli himself. y 

M. Dervieu, however, had stili one resource, 
Convinced of the political importarce to 
France of the pnrchase of these shares by 
French capital, he induced M. de Lesceps to 
go to the Foreign Minister, the Duc Decezes, 
and begged him to intervene with the Crédit 
Foncier to: bring it toa more favourable die 
position. Here one touches what was the most 
haman and the most pitiable aspect of the 
whole transaction. The Duke refused to assist 
M. Dervieu, because’he feared that the ioter- 
vention of the French Government might be 
resented by England. Disraeli’s coup, in short, 
was madg possible only by the Duke’s delicacy 
and by his sense of loyalty and obligation. He 
knew from Lord Derby’s hints that our Guyern- 
ment was jsalous of the exclasive French 
control, and he felt boand to take account of 
that point of view. Only six months befvre 
France had passed through the terrible orisis 
of Bismarck’s second altimatum; she did not 
forget what she owed to Queen Viotoria for 
her letter on behalf of peace to the old Kaiser, 
backed as ithad been by Lord Darby. M. de 
Lesseps, however, was pressing the Dac Decazea, 
and he determined at least to soand Lord 
Derby. He charged his Ambassador to inquire 
if we would objact to the purchace of the shares 
by French capitalists. Oo Nov. 0th the 
qnestion was put ; Lord Derby answered that 
we certainly should object, bat he gave no 
hint that five days before Disraeli had already 
resolved to bay them for Eogland, and tele- 
gtaphed to oar Consal-General to begin nego- 
tiations, 

Here lies the central interest of M. Lesage’s 
study. The details of the actual psrchase are 
unimportant. Disraeli had only to offer 100 
million franca against M. Dervieu’s ninety-two 
to obtain the shares at once The farther 
details of the English aspé@t of the transaction 
are already sufficiently known — how the 
Rothschilds advanced the money and made on 
the transaction a profit which worked ont at 
an annaal rate ofover 11 par cent., how Dis 
raeli deceived Parliament’ by pretending that 
the Rothschilds had boaght on their own 
acoount, and that Parliament was frea to 
repurchase or not from them asit pleased, how 
the Cabine: was kept in ignorance of the 
whole desl, and how Sir Stafford Northo.te 
opposed it when hs kuew ot it on the ground 
that it implied a want of magnanimity to 
Franoe, and how fizally we obtained on the 
strength of shares which bore no interest a 
representation on the board of the Canal which 
the Khedive had not possessed when he owned 
these shares, a representation from which we 
were debar.ed by the statates of the company. 

Most of the diberal leaders oppoeed Di:- 
raeli’s coup ; many Conservatives of the older 
cavol felt with Sir Stafford Northcote that 
thay “did not like it.” France was bitter and 
iudignant. Oaly Bismarck was pleased, and 
the ecquel has shown with what good reason. 
Disraelh’s sharp stockbroker’s trick may have 
paved the way for the occupation of pt; 
it also inaagarated a whole generation of 
Jealousy and bickering between France and 
oarselves, helped to throw her into the arms of 
Russia, broks up the Liberal Party among the 
Earopsan Powers, and enabled Bismarck to 
play apon the division and mistrust which 
raled _ henceforward between England and 
France. We have got the shares, no doubt, and 
they now bring in an acceptable dividend to 
the Bxohequer. We have at last won the 
‘riondship of France as well. A good deal of 
the world’s history might have made mote 
agreeable reading it Disraeli had had the wis- 
dom A waa. th met Eevecwoos or at least 
consul 6 Fren ablic before be ooh- 
cluded his deal. (“The ‘Tribune.”) 
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THE SUEZ CANAL SHARES. 

Ever since Mr) Frederick Green wood’s friend: 
entertained him last year at that notable 
banquet a controversy, more or less active, has 
raged round ths history of Disraeli’s great coup 
io purchasing for Exgland the Khedive’s shares 
Butthe debate between 
Messrs. Oppenheim, Wolf, and Greanwood turn 
ed after all on a jzery limited corner of the 
subject—the question of whose brain it was 
which first conceived the daring scheme that 
Disraeli made his own. Most of us, after read 
ing correspondence as it straggled for months 
thron,h the files of ‘Tue Times,” have been 
satisfied to retain the traditional belief. The 
news which was the basis of the whole coap 
came to London through Mr. Oppenheim, bat 
the ides of acting on it was certainly Mr. Green- 
wood’s, or rather, perhaps, we should gay that it 
was Mr, Greenwood who had the psychologica! 
nsight to see that the notion had only te be 
presente to Disraeli in order to captivate him. 
He adopted it for the same reason that he 
dressed in his youth in frills and gaudy waist: 
coats. His chief pleasure lay in atartliog the 
world, and Mr. Greenwood had the wit to see 
the possibilities of his idea as a means of 
satisfying that instinct. Bat thie episode, the 
tonndation not only of our sabseqaent policy 
in Ezypt, bat the firat expression of th- 
modern fiaadcisl Imperialism, has aspects 
which are both larget and more carious than 
this. At length they have bean thorongly ata- 
died, and in a brilliant little volume, cleverly 
written and amply documented, M. Charles 
Lesage has told the whols atory in fall.* It iy 
an intricate intrigue none too easy to disen- 
tangle,bat it bas the fascination of any chapter 
ofhoman affairs treated by an expert who 
auo in reading the motivos of all the 
persons who engaged in it. 

The-idea of the Saez Canal had its origin 
in the vast schemes of colonization and ex- 
pansion which filled the imagination of the 
Second Empire. In 1856 the Emperor proposed 
to Palmerston a plan for the partition of 
Africa, which anticipates faitbfally the arrange: 
nent of spheres of iuflaence which has at last 
come about to-day. England was to have Egypt, 
France Morocco, and Sardinia the regions 
Tripoli. Yo th’s Palmerston was 
violently oppossd, aud when, two years 
later, the Suez Canal Company was de- 
finitely :constitated, the England of Cobden 
and Palmerston was partly sceptical, partly 
hostile, and whol'y aawiiling to take any 
share in fiiancing a scheme which seemed 
equally chimetical and dangerous. It was 
only when tha Canal ws fivally completed as 
4 definitely French andertaking that tha in- 
conveniences of this abstention began to be 
felt. English shippiag complained of the 
sxoassive charzes, but M. de Lesseps, seri yns- 
‘y embarrassed for fands, was unwilling 
to reduce his tolla.- He had, however, only 
& waak and dofeated Franoe bahind him, 
and in 1873 England and Germany saco3e led 
in mobilizing thair diplomatic Tago 1r0es against 
him, sammoned a confarenoe at Co istan i 1ople 
which altered the systam of asiessinz the toils 
fixed by the Siltaa’s original ohactar, aud in 
1374 overcame hia resistance by ooe.ciog hin 
w.th 10,000 Ezyptian troops mastered on tha 
vauks of tha Uaual. From this moment the 
dea of internationalizing the Canal, or evea 
acquiring it for England, seems to have domi- 
aated the imagination of Eaglish Imperialists, 
It is characteristic of tha tw» maa tha: while 
Lord Derby frankly approached tha Freach 
Ambassador wich a suggestion for internation 
alizing the Canal, Disraeli seat one of the 
Rothschilds seoretly to Paris to propose to M. 
de Lesseps ths parchase of the Caral oatright 


notions of honour and fair play, and felt some 
soraple abont taking advantage of a defeated 
friend, while Disraeli knew the power of fi- 
nance, recognized no claims of ohivalry,- and 
went straight to his ends withont a thought of 
the decencies and usages of diplomacy,

DEPARTURE FOR CAIRO. 


H.H. the Khedive offisially left Alexandria 
for Cairo for the winter season this morning. 

Cherif Pasha-atreet was beflagged for the 
ocossion/énd.the entry to the Moharrem Bey 
station was decorated with shrubs. In the 
station yard a battalion of the Egyptian Army, 
with band and colonr,and the Alexandria Fire 
Brigsde were stationed. 

His Highness arrived at the station from 
Ras-el-Tin about 7.20 o'clock and walked down 
the platform followed by Prince Aziz Pasha 
Hassan, Mostapba Pasha Febmy, President of 
the Council of Ministers, the "Ministers, Sir 
Vincent Corbett, the Finanvial Adviser, and 
the chief members of the Khedivial Household. 
A large gathering of Earopean jand native 
officials, cffisers of the Army of Occupation, 
and representatives.of European Society, were 
present to salute the Khedive on his departure. 
Alter shaking hands with those present, his 
Highness proceeded to inspect the gaard of 
hononr of the Army of Occapation, which was 
drawn op on the platform, 

The railway arrangements were most effi- 
ciently carried out under the personal super- 
vision of Captain Hull, R.E., Traffic Manager, 


did the General-Manager of the Egyptian 
State Railways, Miralai Macaulay Bey, Mr. 
Trevitbick, chief mechanical engineer, and Mr, 
Verschoy!e, chief engineer of the Permanent 
Way. 

His Highness stepped into the train at 7.20 
a’clock, and it steamed out of the station 
amidst a salute of twenty-one guns from Fort 
Kom el Damas, 

At all the stations en route the Khedivial 
train arrived to the minute and all the 
chief stations were lavishly decorated, while 
enthnsiastic crowds greeted the passage of 
his Highness with loyal salutations. 


ARRIVAL IN CAIRO. 
(By Telephone). 

In anticipation of the Khedive’s‘arrival at 
Cairc, at half-past eleven this morning, the 
principal buildings on the route from the 
station to Abdeen Palace had been amply 
decorated with banting and flags representing 
every nationality. More than an hour before the 
train was due, small crowds of natives began to 
collect in the streets, and by 11.15 the balco- 
nies of Shepheard’s and the Grand Continental 
Hotels were crowded with a feshionable assem- 
blage of sightseers. Excellent order was kept 
by the police, who regulated the traffic well 
until the Khedivial carriage had passed. 

As the Khedivial train drew up at the 
North arrival platform punctual to the minute 
the bands of the Lancashire Fusiliers, and Egyp- 
tian Cavalry and Infantry played the Khedivial 
Hymn, at the conclusjon of which his High- 
nese made his éxit, shaking bands with the 
distinguished personages who had come to greet 


im, 

The Khedive proceeded straight to Abdeen 
Palace, where he will remain till this evening, 
when he goes to Koubbeh. 

The streets were open to traffic too soon 
after the Khedivial cortége had passe 
mach confasion ensued,

“J.R.” writes to the ‘Timea” with reference 
to the above as follows: — “Some two 
years and a-half sgo an English princees went 
ap to Khartoum and laid the fonndation- 
atone of the proposed English church there. ‘To 
the native population it was the most natural 
proceeding in the world. When a leading 
Moslem in Khartoum was asked if the building 
of a Christian church woald be resented by the 
Moslems, he answered ‘Certainly not. We 
should have been surprised if you English had 
uot bnilt.’ There was never any doubt about 
Gordon’s faith. His fell»wcoantrymen surely 
held the same faith. If so, they most have a 
place in which to worship: ‘The foundation- 
stone was laid, and for two years nothing more 
was done. Service was held for the English 
commanity, as before, in a room in the Govern- 
ment-house. ‘I'here were not soffisient fands to 
continne the building. One may fairly suppose 
that this delay has puzz'ed many a native mind. 
English men and women have come and stood

ing it. Tourists have qnestioned eagerly any 
one who could talk of Gordon. They have mada 
no secret of glorying in his name. And yet 
aboot that which msrked Gordon so parti- 
cularly—the religious character of the man— 
Exglish peopls have been apparently indiffer- 
ent. But now things are looking up. Building 
operations are to be resumed. Major Phipps, 
hon. secretary of the church building fond at 
Khartoom, writes that, out of the £6,000 ne- 
cesrary for the first part of the building he has 
£5,000 in band. An appeal in the ‘ Record” of 
September 7 brought in £1,200. Sarely a*fow 
of ‘The Times’ readers could easily contribate 
the last £1,000. It is almest ao matter of 
national honoor that Khartoum sbould bave an 
English charch, and a really fine charcb.”
